The  splitting  of  the  vertebrae  of  hog  carcasses  retained  for  tuberculosis  may  be 
omitted  when  the  lesions  are  slight  and  confined  to  the  lymph  glands  of  the  head, 
or  of  the  mesenteries,  or  of  both. 

CHECKING  COOKING  TEMPERATURE  OF  SAUSAGE 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  requested  to  check  carefully  the  temperature  at  which 
Frankfurter  style  and  Vienna  style  sausages  containing  muscle  tissue  of  pork  are 
cooked  at  establishments  under  their  jurisdiction.  If  it  is  found  that  all  parts 
of  all  such  sausage  do  not  reach  a  temperature  well  above  137°  F.,  inspectors 
will  take  immediate  corrective  action,  and  report  the  matter  to  the  Washington 
office.

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DISPOSAL  OF  NONEXPENDABLE  PROPERTY 

When  any  nonexpendable  property  is  returned  to  Washington,  duplicate 
signed  copies  of  Form  P-2a  should  be  forwarded  to  cover  it.  One  receipted  copy 
of  this  form  when  returned  to  the  station  relieves  it  of  all  responsibility  for  the 
property  concerned.  This  procedure  applies  no  matter  what  the  condition  of 
the  property  or  the  reason  for  its  return. 

Miscellaneous  articles  that  are  no  longer  needed  or  that  are  worn  out  or  broken 
beyond  repair  should  not  be  returned  except  on  written  instructions.  When 
property  (except  badges)  is  forwarded  for  repair  and  its  return  or  replacement  is 
desired,  a  request  to  that  effect  should  be  made  on  Form  P-l  in  the  usual  manner. 

Official  badges,  Yale  locks  and  keys,  meat-inspection  brands,  and  thermom- 
eters used  in  meat  inspection  should  always  be  returned  to  the  bureau. 

The  use  of  Form  P-3  to  cover  property  returned  is  not  proper  and  should  be 
discontinued.  This  form  is  for  property  that  for  one  reason  or  another  is  to  be 
dropped  from  the  records. 

Except  in  very  unusual  cases  letters  of  transmittal  should  not  accompany  these 
forms,  as  any  explanations  necessary  may  generally  be  placed  on  the  forms 
themselves. 

The  foregoing  supersedes  all  prior  conflicting  instructions. 

Effective  on  the  publication  of  this  notice  the  amount  to  be  collected  for  lost, 
damaged,  or  destroyed  keys  to  bureau  Yale  locks  will  be  35  cents  a  kej7.  No 
change  is  made  in  the  charge  for  the  locks.  When  there  is  returned  to  the  bureau 
any  Yale  lock  without  all  the  keys  belonging  to  it,  the  shortage  of  keys  must  be 
explained  on  the  Form  P-2a  covering  the  lock.  All  lost  or  damaged  keys  should 
be  reported  promptly.
